Sir : Through the chief quarantine officer for the island of Cuba, I 
have the honor to transmit the following report of the transactions in 
the district under my command, for the week ended May 10, 1902 : Six- 
teen deaths occurred in this city. Of these, 3 occurred in the civil hos- 
pital. No contagious diseases reported. Causes of death as follows : 
Enteritis, 2; insufficiency, mitral, 2; meningitis, 2; endocarditis, 1; 
tuberculosis, 1 ; atrepsia, 1 ; paludism, 1 ; Bright's disease, 1 ; hemor- 
rhage, cerebral, 1 ; cancer of the uterus, 1 ; tetanus, infantile, 1 ; hyper- 
trophy of the heart, 1; intestinal colic, ] Death rate per 1,000 inhab- 
itants, 20.85. Ten vessels inspected and passed, granted pratique; 2 
vessels (U. S. S. Yankton and Julia) boarded and passed; 2 vessels 
admitted without inspection ; 19 bills of health issued vessels prior to 
departure, and 3 alien steerage passengers inspected and allowed to 
land. 

Casilda. — Acting Asst. Surg. Alejandro Cantero reports 2 deaths in 
the city of Trinidad. No contagious diseases reported. Ten vessels 
inspected and passed, granted pratique ; 9 bills of health issued vessels 
prior to departure, and no alien steerage passengers landed at that port.
